Hence he could be 
expected to have a generally 
weak hand. He won the first 
trick with the ace of hearts, and 
West should have decided im- 
medintcly that South could not 
have another ace. 


This simple deducticn would 
have been cnough to save: West 
from disaster.

In Message 


In his Christmas message, the 


Pope deleared: “The essential 
question is: has the tomb of 
Saint Peter really «been redis- 
covered? 

“To this  quéstion the final 
conclusion of the excavations and 
of the researches replies with a 
most clear ‘Yes,’ 

“A second question, subordl- 
nate ty the first; conceras ‘the 


relics of the’ Saint. Have they 
been found? - 

At the edge of the scepulchre 
were found the remains of human 
bones, of which however it is 
not possible — to 
certninty that they belong to the 
mortal body of the Apostle, 

“This teaves tntact, however, 
the historic reality of the tomb." 

Total secrecy has descended 
for the past five years on the 
fate of the bones. It was known 
that they: were carried with the 
deepest veneration — to the 
Pontiff's private Chapel, next to 
his bedroom on the third flour 
of the Vatlean palace, and it was

This proceas of wages pursuing 
prices while output ligs behind 
docs no good to the Individuals 
concerned, On the contrary it 
does them and the country im- 
mense harm. For the higher 
wages. simply .cause a new rise 
in labour costs which must be 
offect by further price increases, 
Thus the stage is sect for the next 
act in the farce. 


Tricky Situation 


The deliberate polley of main- 
taining full _ employment had 
therefore led Britain into one of 
the most tricky economit 
situations it as cver = dneed. 
But that does not mean that the 
polley itself hos failed. There 
are many pi 
days who would cate to support 
the theory that the economy 
cannot thrive without a “pool of 
unomployed.” But thete are 
who believe that even 
virtually non-existent unemploy- 
ment Is not necerstrily iicensis- 
tent with a stable cconomy if 
only the trade unfong would 
count it ss o blessing to be en- 
joyed and not as a wonpon to be 
used whenover thelr ospirations 
are thwarted.
